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** All men are brothers,“ said Citizen Train, 


the cosmopolite. 

Down below Fatima, a black-eyed Turkish 
houri, tried to slip a snowball down the back 
of Arillua, the bushy-haired Samoan war 
chief. She forgot that Arillua did not wear a 
shirt. The snowball caught on his necklace 
of eagle’s talons and then slid down his shin- 
ing brown back to the floor. 

In the center eight little Japanese girls, just 
stepped out of a plaque, were dancing. Their 
robes were pale blue satin, over which hung 
sleeves of rich crimson, caught up with black 
storks. 

Up onthe stage the Maharajah of Kapur- 
thala nodded his big yellow turban in token 
of appreciation. Three men were fanning the 
King of Kings. Nobody paid any attention to 
old Rain-in-the-Face, the stoical Indian chief, 
who helped to massacre Custer's little army. 
But Rain-in-the-Face was hot. So hot 
that the green paint on his 
face sent long streamers down into the 
vermilion. Old King Ball of the Lapland 
Village was hot, too. His shaggy fur shirt 
was not the proper garb fora full dress bali. 
be men and women from the Esquimau 


Village, in walrus skin blouses, were little 


better off. But they fanned themselves with 
ivory tusks and envied the Dahomey Ama- 
zons, whose black, greasy bodies formed a 
background for flying streamers of barbaric 
yellow and red. 

Mexicans in wide white sombrer«s, with sil- 
ver bands, crowded against soldiers of the 
papal guard. Hawaiian Islanders in cool, 
white garments stood behind an army of 
crifnson-fezzed Turks. 

Twenty nations were in full dress. 

The Grand March Begins. 

At 9:15 o’clock the Mexican Band started 
amarch. Down from the upper rooms of the 
Natatorium Building started the column. 
Ahead walked Citizen Train, an armful of 
sweet peas on his white duck coat. By the 
hand he led a little Mexican maiden, Donna 
Nitta, 10 years old. She was dressed asa 
ballet dancer. Next came Miss Florence 
Townsend and Miss Georgie Morgan. They 
wore spangled skirts and waved the Stars and 
Stripes. Behind. until the floor was over- 
crowded, marched the peoples of the earth. 

All about the floor was a deep wall of peo- 
ple. From the crowded galleries thousands 
looked down, Among those who bought 
boxes were President Higinbotham, Director 
of Works Burnham, Director-General Da vis, 
Mrs. Potter Palmer, and Mayor Harrison. 

Floor Managers Sol Bloom and Henry 
Fleischman, resplendent in dress suits, pressed 
the crowd back until a little open oval was 
left in the center of the floor. Then Donna 
Nitta danced a Mexican fandango. Brown, 
half-naked natives of the South Sea Isles and 
of West Africa climbed on each others’ shoul- 
ders to watch the tiny dancer. Miss Florence 
Townsend, waving her flags, fluttered about 
in a skirt dance. Eight little Yum Yums 
went through a Japanese revel. Sioux Chiefs, 
shrilling their war cry, shook the Turkish 
tapestries with the, thrilling scalp dance. 
Samoan women, belted with rough vegetable 
fiber, sang America in their native tongue, 
people of a dozen nations joiaing in the 
chorus. Natives of Paraguay thrummed their 
guitars and sang plaintive, tender serenades. 

Miss Katherine La Rue flirted with the King 
of Kings. 

On the stage Turkish women pulled aside 
their veils to look out over the strangest gath- 
ering since the destruction of the Tower of 
Babel, 

King of Kings Waltzes. 

At 11 o’clock the characteristic dances of 
the nations were over. The Rajah of Kapur- 
thala took the program from the hand of Miss 
La Rue and wrote his name on the line oppo- 
site the first waltz. Then his yellow turban 
began to cut circles through the ball-room. 
Royalty was waltzing. After him circled men 
in dress suits swinging black Amazons with 
bushy hair and teeth necklaces. A gorgeous 
watchman of the middle ages, swinging his 
lance and lantern, waltzed with a Roumanian 
beauty.

Hungarian musicians on the platform 

played a march. After midnight Fatima 

threw aside her veil. The Japanese prince 


laid off his black cape embroidered with 
golden storks. Chief Jack Blackhawk lost 
half his eagle feathers. The Samoa island- 
ers sadly went home to their thatched huts. 

Above the vacant ball room at 4 o’clock the 
gorgeous flags were still afloat. Echoes of 
strange native music hung about the vacant 
spaces under the roof. The ball of the na- 
tions was over. 

Gorgeous Decorations of the Room. 

All day sloppy Turks and Irjsh laborers 
worked on the decorations of the great ball- 
room. Tribute was laid on twenty nations to 
aid in the scheme of color. High up on the 
iron girders under the roof venturesome 
workmen crawled and let down great banners 
that blossomed as they fell in folds of crim- 
son and white and green and gold. Robert 
Levy of the Turkish Village untied great 
bales of rich Oriental stuffs and gorgeous 
rugs and splendid tapestries to heighten 
the effect. On the little stage at 
the south of the big room was built 
a Turkish parlor. Across it, caught up in 
the middie, hung the starry banner. Behind 
showed the gold and silver embroidery of a 
magnificent rug from Constantinople. In 
front, covering the arch and all the flies, were 
tapestries of a soft yellow hue, shot with 
threads of brown and gold. In the 
square openings of the upper gallery 
the flags .of many nations were draped 
gracefully. On the oiled pine pillars 
running up from the floor to the roof on 
either side richstripsof Turkish tapestry were 
hung, hiding the wood. Overthefrontof each 
of the fourteen boxes were draped panels of 
gorgeous Oriental silk dnd velvet embroidery. 
Under the incandescent lights about the rail- 
ing of the boxes were stretched triangles of 
delicate-hued silk, emblazoned with arabesque 
designs in flashing gold. In front of each 
box were fastened boughs of green oak leaves, 
showing against the background of dull red, 
deep, soft yellow, and riotous scarlet. 

Above, the blue. dragon of China on its 
golden backing swung next to the Union Jack 
of England. The white elephant of Siam 
glared unabashed at the tricolor uf France. 


The royal ensign of Castile and Aragon hung 


by the side of the white and crimson star and 
crescent of Turkey. 
Making a Soft Pathway. 

Massed across the footlights were palms and 
foliage plants from Unele John” Thorpe’s 
greenhouses. Over the main entrance at the 
north were draped American flags. Outside 
the hallway and portico were walled with 
green branches upon a background of flags. 
Turkish rugs led upward, covering the steps 


and making a soft pathway to the Eastern 


splendor of the ballroom. 

In the upper gallery at the north end space 
was reserved for the Austrian band from Old 
Vienna. On the stage similar preparations 
were made for the Mexican band. Other fes- 
toons and long lines of red and 
orange drapery led from the ballroom 
across the front portico of the building to the 
banquet-room, where a hundred small round 
tables were ready for the coming feast’ Over- 
head, hanging from wall to wall in graceful 
curves, were stretched bands of bunting in 
yellow and red. The portico was bordered 
with palms and flowers, forming a green 
walled pathway to and from the supper-room. 

Inside the ball- room the upper gallery was 
given up to reserved chairs for spectators. 
On the main floor, behind the row of chairs 
bordering the dancing oval and under the box 
gallery, little round tables were placed at fre- 
quent intervals. 

At 6 o’clock the electric lights were turned 
on. Down the center of the ball-room, thirty 
feet above the polished floor, blazed a line of 
white electric flame. About the railings of 
the boxes yellow incandescent lights shed a 
mellow luster over the gorgeous oriental 
hangings. After the rain and gloomy weather 
of the morning had come sunshine. The 
international ball-room. was ready for the 
coming of the peoples of ali the earth. For 
them the looms of Araby and Ind had been 
spoiled to prepare a fitting setting for an ex- 
position of the poetry of motion by the masters 
of every meter. 

Unique International Menu. 


The big café on the east front of the build- 
ing was used as a supperroom. Light re- 
freshments were served all night in the galler- 
ies about the dancing oval, but for the sub- 
stantials a trip through the palm-bordered 
hallways was necessary. The café wassimply 
decorated with red and orange streamers, 
which laced the ceilings in broad bands of 
color. In each corner of the room was a 
pyramid of palms and luxuriant foliage 
plants. An orchestra, stationed in an alcove, 
played from 10 o’clock until long after mid- 
night. Supper was served from the card.

The costumes worn ranged from the ex- 
ceedingly cheap and primitive to the most 
gorgeous and costly. There were the richly 
embroidered fabrics worn -by the Japanese 
ladies and the square yard of sea-weed skirt 
set off with shell ornaments affected by the 
South Sea Island girls; and, in a bewildering 


galaxy, all manner of gowns classified be- 


tween these two extremes in both the category 
of the barbaric and the civilized. Neither the 
Dahomans nor the South Sea Islanders wore 
shoes or stockings. Following are some of 
the costumes worn at the ball:

Picturesque Garb of the Men. 

Most of the men from the different villages 
were as picturesque and gorgeous in their 
costumes as the women. The Turks and the 
Egyptians and the Chinese and the Japa- 
nese were all rigged out in robes elabo- 
rately trimmed and flowered. The Turks 
were especially gay in their decorations, wear- 
ing turbans and fezzes of many colors and 
various designs. Some of their outer gar- 
ments looked like smoking-jackets, others 
had the appearance of bath-robes, and not 
a few resembled the official costume 
in which the Maharajah appeared Tuesday. 
The long coats of the Chinamen and Japs 
were as a rule made of red silk, thickly cov- 
ered with hand embroidered figures and 
flowers done in gold and silver thread. The 
dark-skinned Bedouins had on so much 
clothing that it seemed difficult for 
them to move around. Their immense 
black and red turbans were queer looking 
contrivances. The Indiansin their immense 
feather war caps and blankets and red and 
yellow paint shone in strong contrast against 
the bare backs of the muscular Samoans, and 
the big Dahomans loomed up conspicuously

The second measure is headed “The new 
silver hill,“ and it directs as follows: — 

That the Secretary of the Treasury shall pur- 
chase all gold and silver bullion and subsidiary 
coins offered at any price less the cost of trans- 
portation and mintage without regard to the 
price in any foreign country. The bullion pur- 
chased isto be coed into standard coins at a 
ratio of 10 to 1. No reserve is to be held except 
a sufficiency to meet the general indebtedness of 
the government. For every dollar of gold and 
silver coined the government is to issue $2 in 
greenbacks to supply the place of national bank 
notes. No special amount of bullion is to be 
purchased monthly, but the purchase is to be 
made so as to keep the mints running at their 
full capacity. In payments all three kinds of 
currency are to used, and discrimination 
against any special class of it is prohibi 

Manderson’s free-minting bill proposes 
to fix the price of silver at the mints in the 
same manner that Parliament fixes the price 
of gold at the Bank of England and declares 
it the policy of the government to maintain 
all its money on the gold standard of value as 
now fixed by law. It also proposes the ap- 
pointment of a “mint commission,” which 
shall fix the price of silver and regulate its 
purchase.

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GOVERNMENT WILL PROSECUTE THE 
INDIANAPOLIS WREOKERS. 


Controller Eckels Declares His Determina- 
tion to Make an Example—Charge of 
Perjury Formally Made Against Presi- 
dent Haughey by the Receiver=Schuy- 
ler Haughey Reported to Be Missing 
Receivers of the Northern Pacific Will 
Make Milwaukee Their Headquarters, 


Inpranavouis, Ind., Aug. 16.—[Special.}— 
It is understood here that some of the Indian- 
apolis bank wreckers will be behind the bars 
before sunset tomorrow. This is based on 
the definite announcement from Controller 
Eckels tonight that the government 
officials have ordered the District-Attorney to 
begin criminal ptosecution at once, This 
goes to verify a sensational statement made 
by District-Attorney Burke today. The fol- 
lowing statement was made by Controller 
Eckels at Washingto n today: 


I see the citizens of Indianapolis are beginning 
to realize that the affairs of the Indianapolis 


National Bank are rotten to the core. This is 
something the department has known for several 
days, and you can say for me that the iver 
has been instructed to pursue the men who have 
shown themselves to be dishonest in connection 
with the bank's affairs to the farthest limits, and 
it will be the duty of Receiver Hawkins to see 
that the men who have dishonestly, con- 
ducted that bank are prosecuted. 
am determined that an 1 shall 
be made of the men who have pilfered and mis- 
managed that bank. It must now appear plain 
to the creditors of the Indianapolis National and 
tothe citizens of Indianapolis as well why I 
have not made public a statement of the bank’s 
condi Iknew from the first there would 
have to be criminal prosecutions and did not 
wish to divulge any material we might need for 
evidence. I understand the examiner has re- 
rted everything to the District-Attorney in- 
icating whom to proceed against under tbe 
criminal statutes. 

Tonight Receiver Hawkins went before the 
State Board of Tax Commiggjoners and 
charged President Haughey with perjury in 
making a false affidavit to the Tax Assessor 
regarding the assets of the bank. Mr. 
Haughey’s sworn statement gave surplus 
funds and the capital stock of the bank as 
worth $350,000. The receiver charged that 
there were no gurplus funds, and that the capita 
stock of the bank given at $300,000 was not 
only worthless but was even dead loss to 
those holding the stock, since they are liable 
for an assessment for another $300,000, the 
bank being insolvent. Receiver Hawkins 
charges that the President made this affidavit 
with a view of defrauding creditors and de- 
positors, knowing it to be false at the time. 

Search today for Schuyler C. Haughey, son 
of President Theodore P. Haughey of the col- 
lapsed Indianapolis National Bank, revealed 
that he is missing from the city, gone no one 
knows where. In the last ninety days prior 
to the failure young Haughey, as shown by 
his personal unsecured notes, got nearly 
$30,000 from the bank. In addition to that 
the Indianapolis glue works and curled hair 
works, at whose head tte stood, are charged 
with upward of half a million. At the com- 
pany’s office no one seemed to know anything 
about young Haughey's whereabouts. One 
repert was that he left the city ostensibly for 
Chicago several days ago, while another said 
he left within the last twenty-four hours. 

The news created a new sensation here and 
there were reports that others alleged to be 
concerned in wrecking the bank were about to 
leave. The sensation was only heightened by 
the sudden appearance in Indianapolis, after 
a week’s absence, of District-Attorney Burke. 
He went directly to the bank and held a con- 
sultation with Receiver Hawkins and Exam- 
iner Young, after which he departed for Wash- 
ington. He had a roll of papers—further evi- 
dence of the rotten condition of the bank. 

Attorney Burke’s presence gave rise to the 
report that warrants were to be issued at 
once, but he said nothing would be done until 
he reached Washington. He said: There 
will be no escape from prosecution of the 
men who have violated the law in wrecking 
the Indianapolis National, and I may say, too, 
thatthe government is not going to be influ- 
en by anybody who may desire to shi@id 
the guilty individuals. It will be my policy 
to prosecute these men just as I would prose- 
cute any othef set of men.“ 

Mr. Burke said the only matter now being 
considered by the government is to what ex- 
tent the prosecutions will go. He desires 
consultation. with Controller Eckels before 
casting the drag-net so as to have an under- 
standing as to how many and for whom war- 
rants shall be issued. 

From a source close to the United States 
Attorney it is learned there will be three sets 
of capiases, one for a set of men, friends of 
President Haughey, ona charge of conspir- 
acy to obtain money under false representa- 
tions; one for immediate officials. of 
the bank for loaning more than 
the legal percentage to any one individual or 
corporation, and one for th men who failed 
to keep tab on the affairs of the bank and 
who regularly made affidavits that the bank 
was solvent when the statements were made 
to examining officers from the Treasury De- 
partment at Washington. In all there may 
be between’ six and ten mei involved. 

The report that State Treasurer Albert Gall 
had lost $60,000 by the failure was denied 
today by Mr. Gall, who declared not $1 of 
State funds went with the collapse.

Milwaukee Will Be the Headquarters of 
Northern Pacific Receivers. 


Mitwavuxker, Wis., Aug. 16.—[Special.]— 
Milwaukee will be the headquarters of the 
receivers of the Northern Pacific railway. A 
meeting of the receivers will be held here 
within a few days for the purpose of dis- 
cussing matters relating to the interests of 
the property. It is likely the receivers will 
decide to reduce wages of the officials and all 
employés of the road. Henry C. Payne for 
the receivers today issued an order announc- 
ing the appointment of officials of the com- 
pany as follows: 

J. W. Kendrick, General Manager of all the 
lines and property west of St. Paul and Ashland; 
S. R. Ainslee, General Manager of the Wisconsin 
Central system and the Chicago and Northern 
Pacific and the Uhigago and Calumet property, 
and all lea and operated lines east of St. Paul 
and Ashland; George S. Baxter, Treasurer for the 
Receivers; J. A. Barker, General Auditor for Re- 
ceivers; Charles B. Sanboro, Land Commissioner.

Henry C. Payne, as one of the receivers of 
the company, today filed a bond of $500,000 
with P. D. Armour of Chicago and H. H. 
Camp and Angus Smith as sureties. 

New Yon, Aug. 16.—The lawyers for the 
receivers and for the Northern Pacific compa- 
ny were in consultation today. A representa- 
tive of ‘the company eaid in discussing the 
causes of the appointment of receivers they 
were simply the falling off in the receipts of 
the road and its consequent inability to pay 
interest about to fall due.

) OFFIOLALS SAID TO DISORIMINATE 


AGAINST UNION MEN. 
‘ * a 

Engineers and Firemen Declare the Rail- 

road Is Making War on Their Organiza- 

tions, and They Prepare to Begin Pro- 

ceedings Under an Act of the Last Leg- 

islature=Alieged Contemplated Reduc- 

tion of Wages Will Be Resisted=Unem- 

ployed Won’t March to the City Hall, 


Members of the Brotherhoods of Locomo- 
tive Engineers and Firemen who are employed 
by the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy rail- 
road are so uncertain of the tenure of their 
employment that they have become seriously 
alarmed lest in a short time they have no em- 
ployment at all. This alleged hostility to 
brotherhood men dates particularly from the 
great strike of 1888 on the Q.“ when, asa 
finality, J. A. Bauereisen, a popular engineer 
and lifetime employé of the road, was sent to 
the penitentiary for complicity in a plot to 
wreck a passenger train with dynamite. It is 
said the railroad officials have since that time 
been secretly “spotting” all brotherhood 
men, and when it has been impossible 
to charge them with neglect of duty or in- 
efficiency have dropped them from the pay 
rolls for the admitted reason that they were 
brotherhood men. Many of the discharged 
men live at Aurora, which was the head- 
quarters of the strikers in 1888, and where 
Bauereisen, who had direction of the local 
movements of the strikers, lived. 

Itis pointed out by them that the man 
Bowles, who was the chief witness against 
Bauereisen, had gained admission to the 
brotherhood on false pretenses and was all 
the time in thé employ of the company, as 
admitted by its officials, and J. J. Kelly, who 
stood high in brotherhood councils, was after- 
wards found to be a paid detective of the rail- 
road. The brotherhood men have alla 
claimed that the dynamite plot was 
concocted for the express pu of 
convicting the lea men in rother- 
hood, and thus breaking it up. They were at 

time measurably success in this, but 
now it is claimed by brotherhood men when 
their organization is showing strength again an 
effort is being made to weaken their ranks. 
Mean to Prosecute the Road. 

The brotherhood organization at Aurora, 
where the most pronounced action is said to 
hate been taken by the company, now pro- 
pose to take legal action to stop what they 
elaim to be a great injustice to the members 
of their organization. They have decided to 
bring suit against the railroad company for 
the discharge of these people, under the para- 

raph of the law passed by the State 

islature last June, the first section of 
which is as follows: „ 

It shall be unlawful for any individual or mem- 
ber of any firm, or agent, officer, or employé of 
any company or corporation to prevent, or at- 
tempt to prevent, employés from forming, join- 
ing, and belonging to any lawful labor organiza- 
tion; and any such individual, member, agent, 
officer, or employé that coerces or attempts to 
coerce employés by discharging or threatening to 
discharge from their employ or the employ of 


any firm, company, or corporation, because of 
their connection with such lawful labor organiza- 


tion, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, upon 
conviction shall be fined in any sum not exceed- 
ing $100 or be imprisoned for not more than 
—1 months, or both, in the discretion of the 
cou 

They will probably base their prosecution 
first on the case of Frank Glenn, a fireman, 
who is said to have been a competent and et- 
ficient man, and who they say was dismissed 
a few days ago solely upon acknowledg- 
ment that he belonged to the brotherhood. 
The meeting of the general ma 
nounced for today, at which it is said a gen- 
eral cut in wages of from 10 to 15 per cent 
will be made, may have something to do with 
the determination of the brotherhood to 
bring the prosecution at this time. 

What Those Interested Say. 


An engineer of the “‘Q-” road yesterday said 
it could be easily proven that the brotherhood 
men had been dropped in numbers within the 
last two months, and he knew of absolutely 
no reason for it, except that they belonged to 
the order. He said he was a brotherhood 
man, and expected to lose his head at an 
time for that reason alone. He said the rail- 
road was doing a good business now and he 
could see no reasen for any cut in wages, ex- 
cept that the managers were going to take ad- 
vantage of the general stagnation. 

At the office of the General Manager of the 


‘Burlington road it was specifically denied 


that they were discharging brotherhood men, 
except for cause. 

An engineer on another road, who stands 
high in brotherhood councils, said it was 
common talk among them that the Q.“ was 
discharging all its brotherhood men as fast 
as possible. He said the brotherhood men 
throughout the city were prepari to resist 
any general cut in wages. It had n talked 
of in their meetings, and he said the general 
sentiment seemed to indicate a general tie-u 
of all the roads if the cut was enfo 
against firemen afd engineers. 

A chief officer of one of the leading organi- 
zations of railway ees said 3 
There is no cause for a cut at present. 
roads get as much now as they ever did for 
hauling grain. The men won’t stand a cut all 
round of 10 per cent. Though we are not 
federated the separate brotherhoods and or- 
ders are stronger now than ever.”’

NO STATE WILDCAT 8. 

Senator Gordon of Georgia has introduced 
a bill to suspend for six months the 10 per 
cent tax on State banks. He “ does not ask 
to have the tax repealed,” but is taking the 
role of the elephant which on being per- 
mitted to introduce its trunk into the tent 
followed soon with its whole body. He does 
not want to repeal the tax. O, no. But he 
calculates that if it were suspended for six 
months there would be such a slush of State 
bank money emitted in that time that it 
would be easy to plead for its retention on the 
ground that to abolish it would bo an act of 
rank injustice to the emitters and an in- 
jury to the South. It is a crazy scheme 
to make money of a character equal- 
ly bad as that which afflicted the 
people in the years preceding the War 
of the Rebellion. The banks in Georgia, 
Alabama, and other Southern States sent out 
tons of the trash they called money h 
was taken by the people in payment for crpps 
and goods, and when they wanted to use it 
the payment of debts in New York or the pyr- 
chase of other goods they had to submit to 
big shaves at the hands of the money chang- 
ers. The miserable stuff was euphoniously 
known as “ wildcat, yellow dog, blue pup,” 
and by other names equally descriptive of the 
contempt in which it was held by those who 
knew its true character and had suffered by 
handling the trash. Probably those of the 
fellows down South who are pressing for a re- 
vival of the ante-war conditions remember 
how they used to milk the countty around 
them and sigh for an opportunity to repeat 
the old swindle on the public. 

And Senator Cockrell of Missouri '‘ rises to 


explain he never, never, never!“ will con- 


sent to an increase in the wlume of national 
bank notes, but wants to give to the masses 
the same rights as are conferred on the na- 
tional banks. That is, he wishes to give 
speculators the right to deluge the country 
with shinplasters such as were emitted from 
different points in Missouri befoahide wah.“ 
He would have a second edition of the rotten 
trash, which rendered it necessary for every 
cross roads merchant to keep a bank note re- 
porter and consult it every time a bill was 
offered him whether it was a counterfeit or 
on a broken bank. He would restore the old- 
time status under which the holders of State 
bank trash had to submit to a heavy shave 
whenever they wanted to pay bills due a few 
score miles away, a status which would,be 
ten times more intolerable and affli¢tiye now 
that commerce has been extended across 
State Mnes to an extent not thought of in the 
days of the wildcat currency. _ 

Northern Congressmen cannot be warned 
too plainly that they would sign theit own po- 
litical death warrants by voting for any such 
inferral nonsense as the revival of State bank 
wildcat issues in this country. The people 
they represent would not tolerate them if 
they should vote to bring back the wretched 
and ruinous currency conditions which pre- 
vailed during the last generation, and they 
have no excuse now to revive it. Whatever is 
to be done in legislating for the national 
finances must be on the sound money basis and 
for increasing the usefulness of the na- 
tional banks under the control of the Fed- 
eral Government. The people want no more 
State rights nonsensein money. They do 
not want to turn over the issue of paper cur- 
rency to the boodling Legislatures of forty- 
four States to give us as many different kinds 
of currency to be kept track of by reference 
to as many different sets of laws and pro- 
visions for security, not a few of which 
would be found atterly insufficient to secure 
the noteholder against loss. The people want 
a currency that is secured by the National 
Government, issued and controlled by its 
officers working under national laws. The 
experience of more than thirty years has 
shown them that this.plan is immensely su- 
perior to the absence of a uniform plan 
under which confusion reigned supreme 
before the war and every now and 
then brought financial ruin to those who 
trusted to State bank notes as money. They 
do not wish to recur to the conditions of 1861, 
when the daily papers published in each issue 
a long and changing list of banks, with 
figures attached to each telling how many 
cents on the dollar the different bills were 
supposed to be worth. Many of the Con- 
gressmen from the Northern States are old 
enough to remember this and the conditions 
of several years previously. Those who do 
not remember would do well to read up a little 
on the subject before committing themselves 
to a miscellaneous lot of wildcat currency, 
the principal advocacy of which comes from 
the States where the Populist cry for a flat 
currency has been loudest, and was raised by 
the very men who now demand State bank 
note issues as the nearest attainable approach 
to flat money.“ 


NORTHERN PACIFIC RECEIVERSHIP. 
The Northern Pacific properties ha ve passed 
The gross earn- 
ings for the year ending with June, 1892,were 
$81,300,000 and the operating expenses 
$30,466,000. For the year ending with last 
June there was substantially a reversal of 
these figures, the deficit being $540,000, 
without counting in a loss of $433,000 in 
operating the Seattle, Lake Shore and Eastern 
railroad and the Chicago and Northern Pacitic 
terminals. The debt of the company is in- 
creasing and the financial stringency has 
rendered it impossible to cover the deticiency 
by augmenting the bonded indebtedness, as 
well as diminishing the earnings by prevent- 
ing the marketing of crops, cattle, and other 
produce, 

The officials of the company report that 
there is outstanding 49 millions of common 
and 36 millions of preferred stock, making 
together 85 millions,. and that the funded 
debt of the road is nearly 153 millions, on 
which the interest charges are $0,346,760. 
The whole mass of stock practically repre. 
sents nothing but fiction. It was issued orig- 
inally without any money being paid for it, 
except perhaps about 2 per cent for expenses 
of organization, and part of it was used as a 
“sweetener” for the bonds. The whole of 
the stock is the product of “cheek,” and 
should stand for nothing more than that. 
The cost of the road is liberally represented 
by its bonds, and the interest on them is too 
high. It would seem that the of re- 
construction cannot be carried out by 
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property. Except the wheat fields of its east- 
ern end and those on the Pacific slope it runs 
through a country much of which is barren 
and but sparsely settled. It has filled up 
some since the famous Villard excursion, dur- 
ing which a heavy break was started by the 
action of an Englishman on the train, who 
remarked, “‘ But there is nobody living here, 
you know.“ and telegraphed orders to sell out 


-his holdings forthwith. But the filling up 


process has been accompanied by increasing 
competition. There is the Canadian Pacific 
to the north, “Jim” Hilljs road dexterously 
inserted between the two, several tapping 
lines constructed by the Union Pacific draw- 
ing business from its territory. These condi- 
tions render the prospect for the next few years 
far from a brilliantone. Only when the super- 
fluous water has been boiled out of the stock, 
and the earnings expected to pay dividends 
on nothing more than the sums actually ex- 
pended on its construction and equipment, 
can the managers of Northern Pacific count 
on making satisfactory returns to their prin- 
cipals. Anda similar remark may be made 
for all the lines west of the Missouri River. 
They have repelled business instead of en- 
couraging it hitherto by imposing rates which 
are greater than the people can pay and pros- 
per. It may be their managers were correct 
in the statement that they could not afford to 
lower rates and face the indebtedness. But 
if the latter were reduced to actual value the 
other could be reduced and with immense ad- 
vantage to the public as well as substantial 
gain to those who are really entitled to re- 
ceive interest and dividends from the earn- 
ings of the roads.

SILVER IN FRANCE. 

Senator Vest asks why if France can float 
700 millions 5 franc pieces of standard silver 

Should not the United States float $500,000,- 
000 of silver in the country instead of being told 
that the country would be shipwrscked if silver 
coinage was continued another day? 

The United States is floating more than half 
a billion. Including the silver dollars in 
physical circulation and about $65,000,000 
of fractional silver it has about $580,000,- 
000 of silver. The French figures include 
the small minor coins, so it is proper to in- 
clude them here, The French silver is kept 
at par with gold by the powerful aid of the 
Bank of France, because the stock of gold in 
the bank is so large that the people are satis- 
fied the silver will not be allowed to lose its 
artificial value. Then bearin mind that sil- 
ver coinage was stopped in France 
eighteen years ago. According to a report 
of the condition of the Bank of France it has 
in its vaults 259,000,000 of 5 franc coins. 
That leaves outstanding in the hands of the 
people only $458,000,000 worth. The notes 
of the bank which are liable to be presented 
at any time for redemption amount to 8642, 
000,000. Therefore the total amount of notes 
and silver to be looked after amounts in round 
nuinbers to $1,100,000,000. To protect that 
sum the bank hada gold reserve of $317,- 
000,000, or nearly 29 per cent. The United 
States, on the other hand, has to protect its 
827 millions of notes and silver with a gold 
reserve of only about 12 per cent. It is easy 
to see the greater safety of French methods. 


As for the silver in the vaults of the French 


bank it is no more of a reserve than is that in 
the vaults of our Treasury, for when notes are 
presented for redemption, if the bank were to 
insist on forcing silver on the holders they 
would be alarmed, just as they would be here. 


SOCIALISTIC “DEMAND” ON THE MAYOR. 

Three thousund workingmen, more or less 
unemployed, met on the Lake-Front Tuesday 
afternoon and decided to march some day 
next week to the City Hall, cartying the ban- 
ners of their unions, to demand that the 
city shall give them money for work. A reso- 
tution was offered to this effect and unani- 
mously adopted. The men who adopted the 
resolution in their own countries under simi- 
lar circumstances would rush to their Mayors 
or Kings and demand wages and work 
from them under threat. They compel them 
to set the unemployed at work on the streets 
or elsewhere and to sell bonds ‘for their pay- 
ment. They evidently think that Chicago is 
run in the same way, and that all they have to 
do is to make a threatening demand and 
the money will be promptly forthcoming. 
They have yet to learn their mistake. 

When these men call upon Mayor Harri- 
son, as they propose, and demand that he 
set them to work at the expense of the city, 
the Mayor, if he does not act the demagogue, 


will plainly inform them that the city govern- 
+ the use of large quantities of silver as part of 


ment is already giving employment to every 
man whom it has the money to pay. It is 
employing thousands of men up to the full 
amount of the tax and appropriations, and he 
can expend no money except what he re- 
ceives from taxation. Last spring the appro- 
priations were made by the City Council, and 
they will have to run until next spring. 
Every nickel has been appropriated that can 
be from the city income. There is no extra 
money at his command, and neither he nor 
the Council has the right to issue and sell 
bonds to pay unemployed men for work. 

Mayor Harrison should inform them that 
the city employs a large number of men in 
building schoolhouses and that the big appro- 
priation for this purpose is being expended. 
A million of dollars was appropriated for 
cleaning up the streets and alleys. A good 
deal of that sum has already been paid to 
workingmen and all the rest of it will be be. 
fore spring, but the city government has no 
authority to spend any more for that purpose, 
The large appropriation for street paving and 
improvements is being paid out to working- 
men. A great many millions of special as- 
sessments are being expended among thou- 
sands of laboring-men. Large appropriations 
of money are also being paid to workingmen 
for keeping the city in a sanitary condition, 
to the firemen for preserving the property of 
citizens from fire, and to policemen for pre- 
serving the peace of the city. Hundreds more 
are paid for clerking for the city, and the de- 
partments are running over with these em. 
ployés, allof whom are wageworkers. The 
thousands of school teachers employed are 
wage-earners, drawing in the aggregate a 
large sum of money in payment for their 
services. 

The Mayor will have to inform these people 
out of a job that the entire fifieen millions of 
city revenues are being expended upon the 
wage-working classes, and that no more can 
be expended until the next tax levy is made, 
He should infogen them that the city govern- 
ment has no right to issue certificates or any 
other form of indebtedness without levying 
taxes for their redemption. All it can do is to 
provide taxation to meet municipal expenses 
and the general taxation cannot exceed a cer- 
tain maximum amount. That is the limit of 
what the city government can do. This city

Is SENATOR WOLCOTT A BIMETALLIST! 
Senator Wolcott devoted a large part of the 
speech made by him day before yesterday to 
an attempt to prove that the Sherman law, or 
the purchasing of silver under it, had nothing 
whatever to do with the present distressed 
conditioh of the country! It is not necessary 
to argue that point with him, Other men 
more experienced than he,” knowing more of 
trade, commerce, and finance, and of the 
causes which disturb them, are of a contrary 
opinion. Their number is legion and the 
great majority of the ple have fafth in 
them. He has for followers only the selfish 
silver miners of his own and adjoining States 
and the fiatist Populists. : 
The nub of the Senator’s speech was as fol- 
lows: 


When prosperous days came back to this coun- 
try it would be after it had announced to the 
world that this was a Nation of bimetallists bo- 
lieving in hard money, both gold and silver, and 
that it proposed to have its share of the gold of 
the world, was rich enough to hold it, and was 
entitled by its resources and conditaon to have it; 
that at the same time the United States proposed 
to open its mints to the free and unlimited coin- 
age of silver. ' 

It is evident that the Senater wishes it to be 
understood that he isa bimetallist. The Re- 
publican party to which he belongs is for bi- 
metallism. It said in its Minneapolis plat- 
form on which Harrison was a candidate: 

The American people from tradition and inter- 
est favor bimetallism, and the Republican party 
demands the use of both gold and silver as stand- 
ard money with such restrictions and under 
such provisions; to be determined by legislation, 
as will secure the maintenance of the parity of 
values of the two metals, so that the purchasing 
and debt-paying power of the dollar, whether of 
silver, gold, or paper, shall be at all times equal. 
The interests of the producers of the country, its 
farmers and its workingmen, demand that every 
dollar, paper or coin, issued by the government 
shall be as good as any other, 

Senator Hoar of Massachusetts, an older 
Republican than Mr. Wolcott— 


Announced himself in his speech following 
Senator W. in favor of both metals as currency 
on a parity. He had always been a bimetallist, 
but it was the bimetallism of Washington and 
Jefferson which recognized gold as the finer 
metal, and necessarily the standard of value. 
Silver today circulated everywhere as the money 
of the people, and would continue until time 
should be no more. 

But Senator Wolcott says that he is a bi- 
metallist who is in favor of “the free and un- 
limited coinage of silver.” If he favors the 
use of both metals he must also demand the 
free and unlimited coinage of gold. But un- 
less the gold and silver dollar are- made ex- 
actly equal in intrinsic value and purchasing 
power only the cheaper metal will be taken 
to the mint and coined ad libitum. Theother 

ll be driven out of the country, and there 

l be no bimetallism. Senator Wolcott 
knows perfectly well that if there were free 
and unlimited coinage of silver on a ratio of 
16 or 20 or 24 to 1, or any ratio short of the 
commercial ratio of value, the parity bet ween 
the dollars coined from the two metals would 
cease, their purchasing power would be differ- 
ent, and bimetallism would be replaced by 
silver monometallism. Is that what Colorado 
wants? 8 

It is evident that not every one who says 
Jam a bimetallist really is one or means 
anything of the kind. If Senator Wolcott 
were one after the definition given by the Re- 
publican platform he would have more to say 
about the manner in which the parity between 
the two metals is to be maintained and the 
equality of the purchasing power of the two 
dollars supported. He would state plainly 
how much silver should be put in the dollar. 
Free and unlimited coinage on a 16 to 
1 ratio is not the panacea of the platform nor 
of any real bimetallist. 

How does the Colorado Senator propose to 
reconcile free and unlimited coinage at a ratio 
which he does not mention with the mainte- 
nance of the parity of the two metals? He is 
too intelligent a man not to know that they 
cannot be reconciled. Ifit were not for the 
free 371 grain short dollar sentiment, of his 
State he would say so unhesitatingly. 

These free and unlimited coinage bimetal- 
lists, who do not care whether the silver and 
gold dollars are of equal intrinsic value or 
not; whether they are equal in purchasing 
power or are maintained at a parity, are not 
the genuine article. They are using and abus- 
ing a name they are not entitled to bear. They 
understand perfectly well that since the ratio 
of silver to gold is not and cannot be a con- 
stant one there can be no free coinage of 
silver on a parity with gold. Real bimetal- 
lists, recognizing that fact, while calling for 


the legal tender money of the country, insist 
that gold shall be used also and that there 
shall be enough of it at the disposal of the 
government to protect the silver in case its 
value should fall, or that the silver shall be 
handled after the Windom plan, in which case 
it will protect itself. Will the Senator explain 
what ratio he thinks will maintain a parity 
with gold in purchasing power? 


TOO MUCH 15-CENT MEDICINE. 

Congressman Bowers of California, a gold 
State—producing and using it in large quan- 
tities—made a speech last week in favor of 
free coinage of. 58-cent silver dollars. 
He asserted that it would furnish an 
abundance of money, and as an evi- 
dence of the scarcity of that useful 
article he said he went into a drug store to 
get something which cost 15 centsa—he did 
not exactly remember what it was—and could 
not get any change.” This is the first an- 
nouncement of a scarcity of fractional silver, 
nickels, and cents in Washington, a city so 
near the mint which turns them out in such 
profusion. Thescarcity of those small coins, 
were it true, would be a curious argument in 
support of the coinage of unlimited 58-cent 
silver dollars, unless Congressman Bowers 
believed they would drop in value till they 
came to be worth only 10 or 5 cents apiece. 

Had he bought a different kind of medicine 
from that often purchased for 15 cents in 
drug stores he would probably have been 
more accurate as to his facts and more close 
in his reasoning. A drug store is not a good 
place in which to study the financial question. 
It is possible that if Mr. Bowers had not made 
a visit to this Washington one to buy 15 cents 
worth of something he would not have in- 
formed the House that— 

The free coinage of silver [on what ratio?] 
would tend to relieve the present depression. 
Many of the banks of the United States which 
were today with their doors closed would be 
glad to receive the dollar of our daddies. 

The dollar of our daddies” never existed 
practically. His daddy never saw one, 
His granddaddy may have seen one. If 
so it was away back in the early days of Jef- 
ferson’s Presidency. The only silver dollars 
which Mr. Bowers’ daddy saw were Span- 
ish and Mexican ones, worn so smooth that 


as 1 do.“ 


coins were mostly helf-dollars and quarters. 
The other fractionals were smoothly-worn Mex- 
ican or Spanish shillings — bits or “ levys”’ 


off the United States Bank and its notes had 

been retired. : 
The whole number of “daddy dollars 

coined from the foundation of the govern- 


ment to 1879 was barely eight millions, . 


while there was coined of gold over eight 
hundred millions. The real daddy dollars,“ 
the ones the fathers loved to handle, for they 
were so solid and so true, were the gold eagles 
and the half and quarter eagles. They are 
the currency of California now, and yet Mr. 
Bowers wants to expel them. He is a Repub- 
lican, but he proposes to repudiate the Re- 
publican platform and vote for a silver mon- 
ometallic standard of 58-cent dollars, while 
it pledges the party to bimetallism and the 
continued equality of the purchasing and debt- 


paying power of the gold and silver dollar. 


There will be a strong suspicion in the pub- 
lic mind that if Bowers had not made that 
drug store purchase he would have talked 
more rationally and sensibly, and that the 
‘real reason he did not get any change was 
that he bought his 15-cent medicine so many 
times as to exhaust the purchasing power of 
the cola he tendered in payment. If he is in 
the habit of visiting drug stores for 15-cent 
medicine and financial arguments he would 
do well to coffgult Dr. Keeley about it. 


THIS COUNTRY CAN HAVE ITS FULL 
SHARE OF THE BEST MONEY. 
There is one statement made by Senator 
Wolcott wherein this paper concurs fully. It 
was that this country proposed to have its 
share of the gold of the world, was rich 
enough to hold it, and was entitled by its re- 
sources and condition to have it.” When 
Senator Wolcott said that he answered all 
this trashy talk of free silverites to the ef- 
fect that unless silver is coined in unlimited 
quantities the country will not have money 
enough owing fo the alleged scarcity of gold 
and the struggle which would ensue among 
the nations of the earth for its possession 
were more silver not used. If the United 
States were not to use a dollar’s worth more 
of silver, and if there were to be what Ran- 
dolph of Roanoke would have called a scuf- 
fle for gold between the United States and 
the great countries of Europe, this country 
would get and keep all the yellow metal it 
needed. In such a contest this Nation would 
come out on top. Ithas more things which 
Europe cannot do without than Europe has 
which it cannot do without.

It is peculiarly exasper- 
ating to hear silly people say that the United 
States must crawfish and cringe down to a de- 
preciated silver standard, throw away all its 
vast advantages, and consent to travel along 
submissively arm in arm with Mexico and 
China—greasers and coolies—and abandon 
the company of the civilized nations in its

STATE OF SIEGE IN ARGENTINA. 


Martial Law Declared Throughout the Re- 
publi- Hot Fighting at Laplata. 
g [SPECIAL CABLE. | 

Vauparaiso, Chile, Aug. 16.—[Copyright, 
1893, by James Gordon Bennett.]—Martial 
law, which was yesterday proclaimed in the 
City of Buenos Ayres, has been extended to all 
parts of the Argentine Republic. A corre- 
spondent in Buenos Ayres telegraphs that a 
state of siege has been declared for sixty days. 
The national guard is to be mobilized and 
made ready for use wherever armed 
intervention is needed. Many persons were 
killed and wounded last night during the 
fighting in La Plata between the federal 
troops and the radical revolutionists. An ar- 
tillery company and a troop of cayalry were 
sent there to aid Gen. Bosch in preserving 
order. The federal forces now control the 
entire City of La Plata. Notwithstanding the 
fact that the troops control the city it isina 
state of confusion bordering on anarchy. 
Murders and robberies were frequent: last 
night and the military authorities seemed 
unable to prevent th Dr. Irigo- 
yen, leader of party, 
is bitterlg hostile Bosch. 
Many of Dr. Irigoyen’s followers have 
hidden their arms and more trouble is feared. 
The Governor appointed at La Plata by the 
Radicals after they drove out Gen. Costa tried 
to have an interview last night with President 
Pena, but the President declined to receive 
him. In Corrientes the situation is constant- 
ly growing worse. Citizens have attacked the 
police and sacked ‘he barracks. The Gov- 
ernor has asked the federal authorities for 
aid. Many believe quiet will not be restored 
until President Pena has resigned. 

Valentin Virasoro, who was Minister of 
Foreign Affairs in the reorganized Argentine 
Cabinet, has resigned. e was unable to 
agree with the esident. It is not known 
whether any more members of the Cabinet 
intend resigning. All possible precautions 
have been taken to — — any outbreak. 
Congress has authorized intervention by the 
government in Santa Fé and San Luis. The 
situation in the City of Buenos Ayres is crit- 
ical. The latest tel ms from La Plata ‘say 
2,000 rebels have n disarmed and Gen. 
Bosch intends to push the work of disarma- 
ment with the greatest possible speed. 

Quiet Returning in Brazil, 

From trustworthy sources it is learned af- 
fairs in Brazil are becoming quiet. The 
resignation of Castilhos as Governot of the 
State of Rio Grande do Sul, against whom 
war had been going on for nearly two years, 
has done much to pacify the people. Peace 
now prevails in the Northern States, and Pres- 
ident Peixoto has regained public confidence 
since the failure of ex-Admiral Wandenkolk’s 
schemes. 

Boundary Dispute Revived. 


The semi-official newspapers of Quito have 
revived the boundary dispute between Peru 
and Ecuador. They charge citizens of Peru 
with having violated the treaty and with com- 
mitting outrages upon Ecuadoreans who live 
near the boundary line. A popular demon- 
stration was held in Quito, in which threats 
were made against the Peruvian legation. 
The President was urged to take energetic 
diplomatic measures against Peru and if these 
did not bring about a satisfactory result to 
take more forcible measures for preserving 
Ecuador’s right to the Napo territory.

AWARD DISPLEASES THE CANADIANS. 


Opinion Is General That Uncle Sam Is the 
Principal Beneficiary. 

Orrawa, Ont., Aug. 16.—There is reason to 
believe the outline of the award does not give 
much satisfaction in official circles here. The 
feeling seems to be that Great Britain has 
cracked a nut, of which Canada gets the shell 
and the United States the kernel. What 
the Dominion wanted was the  ut- 
most possible latitude for its sealers. 
In the award now rendered, while 
Britain, it is true, seems to have had its inter- 
national contentions as to right and jurisdic- 
tion sustained, Canada apparently sees the 
sealing industry 8 into Uncle 
Sam's vest pocket. The close season imposed, 
the entire prohibition of the use of firearms, 
and the establishment of the zone of sixty 
miles diameter around the Pribyloff Islands 
within which the seals must not be killed, 
save on the islands themselves—these stipula- 
tions terribly restrict the seal hunting every- 
where save on the islands, and these of course 
are exclusively American. A high official 


said today: 


It is gratifying ‘of course that the award is 
adverse to the United States’ claims of exclusive 
urisdiction over either — Sea or the seals. 
ut if, as the present dispatches intimate, it is 
decided that there might be a protected zone of 
sixty miles around the Pribyloff Islands, there 
appears a possibility that the Americans have 
really gainedthe main point so far as Cana- 
dian sealers are concerned. Practically all 
e best sealing in ring Sea is 
‘done on the Pribyloff Islands. These belong to 
the United States, and therefore are unattaina- 
ble to Canadian or other foreign sealers. If, in 
addition, sealing is prohibited in the sea for sixty 
miles around the islands, it would appear to give 
the Americans almost a monopoly of the seals, 
and this will be particularly the case when it is 
forbidden to hunt the seals with firearms _any- 
where in. Bering Sea, as it is much more difficult 
to harpoon them than to shoot them. 

There is, however. * satisfaction that 
the long-standing and dangerous dispute has 
been honorably settled. 

Vicrorta, B. C., Aug. 16.—Local sealers, 
while regarding the decision as favorable fo 
securing compensation for losses caused by 
the Americans, say the regulations will be 
disastrous, as they stop sealing on the coast 
where the catch is principally taken. 


. PROF, ELLIOTT ON THE DECISION. 


He Considers That the Close Season as De- 
creed Is Too Short. 


CLEVELAND, O., Aug. 16.—Prof. Henry W. 
Elliott of the Smithsonian Institution, asked 
for his opinion of the Bering Sea decision, 


said: 

I regard the commercial value of the Pribyloff 
rookeries ruined if the pelagic sealer can enter 
upon his work around the seal islands after the 
Ist of August every season. A cordon of seal 
schooners will work a great amount of effective 
killing, even if ney are shut out of the use 
of firearms, for all this time the nursing 
mother seals will be in and out of the rookeries 
after food, returning to their helpless young. 
Then, too, the sole use of spears, nets, ete., will 
indirectly prove as deadly as firearms would, for 
such use does not alarm the herds as the report 
of rifles and shotguns does, and the seals will not 

me as wild and wary as they otherwise 
would. Ofcourse this decision prevents the ex- 
termination of the species. But that isan idle 
aim. We want to preserve the commercial value 
of these interests so that they will not be a heavy 
annual burden on the public treasury, and so 
that they will yield enough to be a distinctive 
feature of the fur markets of the civilized world, 
as they have been during the last twenty years. 
It is a great pity that this good beginni of the 
court was not carried entirely out—that this close 
time did not run from May 1 to Oct. 10 inclusive. 
Ido not wonder at the result and do not criti- 
cise the counsel. They were burdened with an 
absurd load of idle and vapid claim of jurisdic. 
tion on the high seas, and of property rightin a 
wild animal swimming at will in these high seas. 

Prof. Elliott’s views are entitled to con- 
sideration, as early in President Harrison's 
administration he was sent to the Pribyloff 
Islands to investigate the subject of seal life, 
and made au exhaustive report,

PEACE OF NICARAGUA THREATENED. 


Desire for an American Protectorate Grows 
Among Business-Men. 

Mawnaava, Nicaragua, Aug. 16.—[Special. ]— 
It is generally believed here that peace will 
not last. The bitterness between the Leon 
and Granada factions does not die out. Both 
sides are said to be trying to make an alliance 
with Salvador. The feeling in favor of an 
American protectorate is strong and contin- 
ues to grow among the business and property- 
holding classes. Travel in the interior is un- 
safe owing to the lawlessness of discharged 
soldiers, who have been unable to secure their 
pay. The new government is not considered 
stable and it cannot raise a loan. 

Silver Crisis in Bolivia. 

Panama, Colombia, Aug. 16.—[{Copyright, 
1893, by James Gordon Bennett. ]—A>corre- 
spondent in La Paz writes there is a serious 
crisis in Bolivia on account of the fall in the 
price of silver. Mine-owners are threatening 
ag sa operations. In order to prevent 
this the government will ask Congress to 
authorize the collection of import duties in 
gold thereafter and to remove the existing ex- 
port dutiés on silver. 


President Barrios Is Threatened. 


GUATEMALA, Aug. 16.—[{Special.]}—The ex- 
pulsion of Gen. Maran at the request of Salvador 
has caused a great deal of excitement. Gen. Bar- 
rios is said to fear Salvador, backed by Mexico. 
A meeting has been held by those who favor over- 
throwing the government and a circular threat- 
ening the President has been issued. He is 
warned not to pursues a subservient policy toward 
Salvador. A number of officers and civilians 
hostile to the administration have been ordered 
to leave the country.

CYCLONE’S PATH MARKED BY RUINS. 


Serious Results of tlie Storm in the Vicinity 
of Pawnee City, Neb. 

Pawxxx Crry, Neb., Aug. 16.—[Special.]— 
The path of yesterday’s cyclone extended six 
miles to the west line of Richardson County 
and was marked by devastation. John Turn- 
bull was in the act of closing the kitchen door 
when his house near here was struck. The 
building was lifted bodily in the air. His 
wife and childrea were blown 100 feet 
away and fell among the débris. His babe 
was carried in its crib a distance of 150 feet 
and lodged at the base of a haystack, where it 
was found an hour later covered with the 
ruins of the house and only slightly injured;

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POLIOYHOLDERS IN TOTAL ABSTI- _ 


NENOE LIFE TAKE AOTION. 


They Meet and Declare the Affairs of the 


Ata meeting held yesterday in Room 905, 
No. 169 Jackson street, by the policyholders 
of the Total Abstinence Life Association the 
affairs of the company were declared to be in 


an insolvent condition. Discontent over the 


management of the company has been brew- 
ing for some time, and yesterday just before 
the regular official meeting the policyholders 
in large numbers gathered in response to a 
call issued and denounced the action of the 
President, Gen. W. F. Singleton, and the 
other officers of the concern. The immediate 
cause of the trouble was the contract for 
transferring the entire business of the com- 


- pany to the Commercial Alliance Association 


of New York. 

The beginning of the difficulties of the asso- 
ciatéon arose last April, when State Auditor 
Gore said the affairs of the company were 
conducted in a loose manner, making fifteen 
specific charges of violation of the law, and 
asking the Attorney-General to begin pro- 
ceedings against it. Special stress 
was laid on the manner of keeping 
of the accounts and on the investment of the 
assets. The money belonging to the associa- 
tion was deposited in the name of Singleton, 
Bonnell & Co. The assets of the firm were 
put into bonds of the East Tennessee 
Land Association—of Harriqon, Denn. 
These bonds are said to have no 
market value. Some of these facts 
were made public last April, thereby, as they 
say, stopping the increase of membershi 
necessary to keep such a concern alive, — 
causing some uneasiness among the policy- 
holders. Repeatedattacks Were 2 until 
the affairs of the company were in a demoral- 
ized condition. Matters were finally wound up 
in the request for the appointment of a re- 
ceiver —— Judge Goggin by a policyholder 
named Wilson. 

Is Twelve Years Old. 


The association is twelve years old, has a 
membership of 5,827, and has $10,362,000 
in assurance. John D Knapp, who until a 
—— ago Saturday was actuary of the com- 

and then resigned, said last night, in re- 
— to the affairs of the company: 

1 do not like to discuss the company now 

Iam no longer connected with it, but I 
will give my reason for resigning. In the 
first place I think Gen. Singleton made a mis- 
take in the purchase of the Tennessee land 
bonds, as they have no market value and 
were hard things to handle in case of an 
emergency. I so expressed myself to the 
President but he was confident it was a good 
deal. When the crisis came and we were com- 
pelled to look around for another company to 
transfer our business to Gen. Singleton and 
others selected the Commercial Alliance Life 
Insurance company of New York. The con- 
tract of transfer which they offered us was 
one-sided, and I made a trip to. New 
York to see if we could not do better. 
The contract which was made as to the trans- 
fer contained several unpleasant features and 
operated strongly —_— our policyholders. 
For instance, it sai rcent of the first 
premiums received should be used in the pay- 
ment of our death claims. Also the rate of 
premium is higher than ours. Rather than 
consent to any such thing I resigned.“ 

To Transfer to Another Company. 

Speaki of the cause of the crisis Mr. 
Knapp sai “The attacks of the press on 
the she re affairs of the company first 
started us down hill. That combined with the 
general financial stringency and the inability to 
convert the land bonds was too much for us 
to stand, and the begt thing we could do for 
the policyholders was to transfer the busi- 
ness to some other company. The assets are 
all tied up and we were behind nearly $60,- 
000 in death claims, while the cash assets 
amounted to but a few y Ree dollars.“ 

Gen. Singleton, when seen at his home in 
Evanston last evening, said the whole of the 
present trouble was result of the articles 
which appeared | in the papers last April. 
„These articles,“ he said, not only stop 
the healthy growth which the company had at 
that time, but were also the cause of the non- 
payment of a large percentage of the as- 
sessments. As the death claims accumulated 
and the members failed to pay their assess- 
ments of course it was seen the company 
could not longer exist. The company has in 
the neighborhood of $95,000 worth of bonds 
in the East Tennessee Land company, which 
were worth six months ago almost dollar for 
dellar. Within sixty days these bonds have, 
on account of the financial stringency, be- 
come unsaluble, and the company could not 
realize on them to meet its obligations. And 
there is not in the United States today an in- 
surance company that, if it were called 
upon to realize from its assets in the pres- 
ent state of the money market, could meet 
its liabilities. It is almost im possible to real- 
ize on any kind of bonds, whether they be 
State or national. The unpaid death claims 
of the company which have fallen due to date 
are nearly $10,000. Those holding these 
claims have been paid in part, and, as I said 
before, if we had realized upon our assess- 
ments as we have heretofore they would have 
been paid in full, The company has only 
been in existence six years and in that time 
has paid over $300,000 in death claims. 
There is, besides the $10,000 due at the pres- 
ent date, $47,000 in claims which are not yet 
due. 

Says Investment Was Not Illegal. 


In regard to the charge of illegality in in- 
vesting the funds of the company in t 
Tennessee Land company. Mr. Singleton said 
the law merely required that such an ass dcia- 
tion shall invest in United States, State, 
munitipal, or first-class convertible bonds or 
stocks which have never defaulted in — 
and the East Tennessee Land compan 

bonds, at the time of purchase, came un —

Mr. Singleton said in regard to the 
meeting the stockholders yesterday: 
It was us orderly and* quiet 
as stockholders’ meetings usually are. 
The result of the meeting was that a commit- 
tee was appointed, acting with the court, to 

et the most favorable proposition they could

the assets and assume the liabilities of of the 
Total Abstinence company. If the courts do 
not interfere this committee will make a 
contract with some company aud the 
death claims will be paid in full. I think the 
Commercial Alliance Life Insurance com- 
pany stands the best show of securing the con- 
tract, as it 3 de the most favorable prop- 
osition so far. „ however, the courts inter- 
fere and the e is placed in the hands 
of a receiver only a fraction of the death 
claims will be paid, as it is impossible to real- 
ize on the company’s assets at present 
time —.— like their full value.“

Cherokee outlet, 6,000,000 acres, at $1.42 per 
acre; Cheyennes and Arapahoes, 3,00 acres, 
at 50 cents; Comanches, Kidwas, and Apaches, 
8,000,000 acres, at 80 cents; Wichitas, 750,000 
acres, at 50 cents; Pottawatomies, 475 acres, at 
65 cents; Sacs and Foxes, 400,000 acres, at 
$1.23; lowas, 229.000 acres, at 38 cents; Kick- 
apoos, 206,000 acres, at 88 cents; Tonkawas, 
91,000 acres, at 38 cents; Pawnees, 229,000 
acres, at $1.25. 

In addition members of the various tribes 
have taken allotments of 160 acres each to 
the number of 7.000, making 1,120,000 
acres more, or a grand total of 16, 000, 000 
acres.

MONEY NEEDED TO MOVE TEXAS COTTON 


Banks Refuse to Advance Money and Buy- 
ers Pay Only Half Cash. 
(UNITED -PRESS SPECIAL.| 

Hovsron, Tex., Aug. 16.—A crisis exists 
in Texas in regard to the movement of the 
cotton crop. None of the banks will advance 
money to move the staple, and in Cuero and 
ether places buyers are paying half cash and 
giving notes for sixty days for the remainder. 
The Victoria banks decline to advance more 
money, saying farmers instead of paying 
debts take the money home, and that here- 
after the farmers and not the banks 
will carry the cotton. The Hous- 
ton banks, while making no loans or 
advances, have plenty of money to pay all 
demands in currency or gold without pre- 
mium, and do not need to resort to the clear- 
ing-house or certified check system, in vogue 
in other cities. A leadirlg banker says so long 
as the Sherman silver purchasing act con- 
tinues in effect planters must pay $1.50 a 
bale, if not in direct charge in the price paid 
for the cotton. Interior banks cannot get 
money to advance. The situation is more 
desperate than is admitted, so far as the move- 
ment of the cotton crop is concerned. Hous- 
ton, however, is not suffering for want of 
funds to transact the regular run of business.

| Passageway Is Made Under East Side of 


Canal Street, Between Jackson and 
Madison Streets, for Transporting Bag- 
gageAld. Brennan Will See Whether 
the Railroad Company Has Rights 
There or Not=Permit Said to Be a 
Verbal One- Drainage Board Meets. 
The Pennsylvania railroad company has a 
midway of its own. It extends along the 
east side of Canal street under the sidewalk, 
intersetting streets from Jackson to Madison 
street. and if Ald. Brennan of the Eighteenth 
Ward can be relied on to carry out his inten- 
tions there is going to be trouble over it. 

Some time last October the Pennsylvania 
company applied for a permit to construct’ a 
tunnel under Adams street for the purpose of 
connecting its two depot buildings and to 
facilitate the handling of baggage. Ald. 
Brennan says this application was referred to 
the Committee on Streets and Alleys West, 
and they unanimously denied the petition. 
The Alderman thought nothing more of the 
matter until a few days ago, when he discov- 
ered that the tunnel had been constructed and 
was in active use. He went to the office of 
Commissioner of Public Works Jones and 
there ascertainedthat no permit had been 
granted by that office. 

Ald. Brennan then said: I propose to 
find out whether the Pennsylvania railroad 
company runs this city or whether the City 
Council does. When the Council convenes 
Sept, 11 I will introduce a resolution to have 
the tunnel filled up.“ 

Commissioner Jones said he had discovered 
that the tunnel was 36 feet long, 10 feet high, 
and 8 feet wide. He did not know yesterday 
what the penalty was for the violation of the 
excavating ordinance, but supposed there was 
a penalty. He could see no reason why the 
permit should not have been granted when 
asked for. 

At the Pennsylvania depot in front of the 
baggage-room a veteran baggage-smasher 


said they got bgggage over there from the 
other depot by an underground way. He 


the lower baggage- room. Instead of an ex- 
cavation thirty-six feet long there was a tun- 
nel which proved to be 1,108 feetlong. It 
did not only extend across Adams street but 
across Jackson and Monroe as well, terminat- 
ing on the north end at Madison street. It 
was walled up on either side with stone, and 
at the intersecting streets it was arched with 
bricks. The roof of the tunnel, escept at the 
street intersections, was the sidewalk of 
Canal street. The floor was of wood, 
and a track for tram cars had 
been laid for almost its entire 
length. It was lighted by gas jets. The 
other dimensions besides its length weré from 
six to eight feet in height and about six feet 
in width. 

How long has this been built!“ 

** 1 don’t know,“ was the reply. The first 
I knew about it one of the boys asked me: 
Have you seen the midway?’ and I said 
No, and he brought me in here. I think 
that was in May. They tell me it was built 
at night.“ 

Mr. Cropsey, the station master for the 
Pennsylvania, was asked when and by what 
authority the tunnel had been built.

John Cargill, assistant engineer of the Penn- 
sylvania road, said: “In one sense we had 
a permit and in another we hadn’t. We simply 
had a verbal understanding with Mr. Aldrich, 
who was Commissioner of Public Works be- 
fore Mr. Jones. e never told metogo 
ahead, but he gave the officers of the road to 
understand it would be all right. If we waited 
for the City Council to act in such matters we 
could never get anything done. We only 
wanted to build the tunnel across Adams 
street to connect the tunnels already con- 
structed. The tunnel from Madison to Adams 
and from Adams to Jackson was built in 1881, 
when the depots were erected. The entire 
length of the tunnel, as it is now, is 1,108 


We did the excavating for the Adams street 
tunnel at night, but there was no secret about 
it. We had part of the street torn up at one 
time and policemen would come and watch 
us. Nothing was said regarding a permit un- 
til the tunnel was nearly completed, Then 
the contractor asked if we had a permit and I 
told him yes. Toward the last we did keep 
the matter quiet, because the contractor said 
some Alderman had been nosing around. 
The reason we worked at night was because 
the teams on Adams street during the day dis- 
placed more dirt than we could handle. It 
took three weeks to finish the work. We are 
now considering the transfer of baggage in 
the old way and abandoning the tunnel. You 
can say there is nothing in this Brennan story. 
It isn’t worth two lines.“

ings half-filled with commonplace exhibits, 
except as regards the finearts. It must bea 
terrible let down to Chicago after all its brag 
and , buster, but it may teach it a good les. 
son. 

Not a True Bill. 

I can think of no better comment to make 
on this extract from my corsespondent’s letter 
than to inform him thus publicly, as I now do, 
that several hundred people from the City of 
Wheeling and vicinity have already attended 

Fair, not one of whom has any per- 
sonal interest in its outcome, saye as Ameri- 
can citizens jealous of their country’s good 
name, and not one of them, if théy were put 
upon their oaths, would confirm this impres- 
siop in regard to it. Very far from it would 
be .their verdict. There were one or two 

„dead flies in the ointment,” such as the sup-

he report of the Senate Finance committee 
rega prices and wages furnishes vaiuable 
data obtained through extended investigations 
of the Labor Bureau. 

By this report it appears that in 1891 general 
prices were 92.2 per cent in gold of what they 
were in 1860 in gold, and wages 160.7 per cent of 
what they were in 1860. : 

This rise in w coincident with the fall ‘in 
prices of commodities proves conclusively 
there exists some other cause or causes than the 
scarcity of the medium of exchange. 

An examination of the price lists indicates that 
the fall has been greatest in manufactured arti- 
cles where there has been great labor-saving im- 
provements in methods of production, and that 
it has been least in natural products, showing 
clearly that the fall in prices and rise in wages 

argely if not entirely the result 

of more efficient labor, and consequent 
cheaper production. Such a fall is not 
calamitous but beneficent, enabling 
the masses toenjoy comforts and conveniences 
formerly only by the wealthy. The 
slight fall in prices indicated by the statistics is 
insignificant when compared with the sudden 
fluctuations —— resulting from good or bad 
crops and mischievous tariff or financial legisla- 
tion. The abandonment of silver as money with- 
out providing 4 substitute would undoubtedly 
cause a larger fall in prices in the future than 
there has been in the past, but this could hardly 
rove as disastrous as the inflation that would 
ollow the unlimited coinage of silver at the old 
ratio to- wit: but 58 cents onthe dollar]. It is not 
however proposed to demonetize the large amount 
of silver money and paper money based on silver 
which we have, but to make it possible to main- 
tain it at par with gold by ceasing to coin or is- 
sue more of it. We are — more silver as 
money than at any time in our history. : 

How false are the assertions of a conspiracy

The inflation that would result would undoubt- 
edly in time be followed by a rise in wages, but 
wherein can the laborer be benefited by increased 
wages resulting from an increase in the price of 
everything for which they must be expended? 

The laborer has always been the greatest suf- 
ferer from a debased currency. 

Let him not be deceived by the false state- 
ments and specious arguments of Colorado mine 
owners and their allies who desire cheap money 
with which to pay their debts, but let him inquire 
why it is that there is so large a class, principally 
producers, who are hopelessly in debt. 

The appreciation in gold has been too slight to 
produce present conditions. 

The true cause or causes must be sought else- 
where.

A Proposed Tax on Banks to Guarantee 
Their Depositérs Against Loss if a Bank 


Fails. 

LINCOLN, Neb., Aug. 15.—{Editor of The Trib- 
une. }— Your editorials on the panic have well 
and fully explained fright which a few 
months back sei Wall street and the allied 
banks of the money centers of country, and 
which, doubting the ability of the government to 
maintain equality between gold and silver 
money. led to the agitation for repeal of the pur- 
chasing silver clause of.the.law of July 14, 1890. 

The same reasons are not sufficient to explain 
the fright which su uently seized depositors 
in those cautious banks of the money centers, so 
fearful for the credit of the government, and 
which induced those depositors, and others all 
over the country, to draw their fands out of 
banks and so from circulation. 

Depositors reasoned that if the banks were 
afraid of the financial ability of the United 
States to meet its mands, cause existed to 
doubt like ability on part of the banks. Nota 
depositor would have wi wn a dollar, except 
for actual use, had he felt sure his money was 
safe and would be returned-to him eventually if 
left in the care of his bank. 

In this crisis, therefore, something more is 
needed than the repeal of the silver purchasing 
clause of the Sherman law, whetber uncondition- 
ally or with conditions for further use of silver 
as a part of the basis of our financial system. 

Necessary as it may be to restore confidence of 
the money centers in the government’s ability to 
handle its finances‘so as not to lose its gold, it is 
even more necessary to enact legislation that 
shall restore to depositors their former confidence 
in banks themselves. There is even now in all 
parts of the Nation motiey enough to do the busi- 
ness of the country if former depositors would 
again lend their fu to the banks, in other 
words; again put their now hidden cash into cir- 
culation. Let Congress immediately pass a bill 
taxing nati nal banks one-half of) per cent on 
their capital and set the fand aside in the Treasury 

be used by the Controller ot the Currency in 
ayment of the depositors of any failing bank, in 
ull, within sixty days from date of its failure, 
and as soon as such a’ law became generally 
known money now buried would at once come 
out of its hiding places, and siness would be 
ribo „ all parts of the Nation. Let ber a 
provi or. > as: now, * 
charge of the brok nk's affairs; collect its 
assets, and therefrom replenish the safety 
fund.’ I such 4 law were on 
our statute books now there would 
be no hard times, for depositors would not lose 
confidence knowing the government to be behind 
their deposits. Under the State banking system 
«banks were broken by men gathering up the 
banks’ issues of bills and presenting large 
amounts for redemption at onetime. The na- 
tional banks have never experienced like trouble 
because of the deposit of government bonds with 
the Treasury to em their issues 
of bank notes. This crisis shows the 
larger necessity for securing depositors than bank 
bill holders. Such a law, too, would insure a 
more thorough examination of national banks, 
and their officials would have less chance to 
make an examiner feel that he was sticking his 
nose into others’ business when searching the 
bank’s books and examini their bills receiva- 
ble for light upon the bank's solvency. 

The idea is not original with the writer. As 
long ago as 1884 it was publicly proposed by the 
President of the Capital National ank 
of this city. It met with no favor 
then from bankers. It is a tax. They 
liked it not and said it was unnecessary. Their 
depositors were secure enough. Such a tax, how- 
ever, had the idea then been adepted, would now 
repay itself to every bank many fald were it now 
among the laws governing national banks. Now 
is the time, in the height of past and present ex- 
perience, to make our banking system safe, sure, 
and more permanent in its constitution. Consid- 
er the matter and lend the aid of your powerful 
influence to enact such a law.

Objections to the Windom Plan of Bimetal- 
lism That Are More Imaginary than Real. 


Du.uTs, Minn., Aug. 12.—{Editor of The 
Tribune. In your issue of yesterday you say, in 
the course of your answer to a correspondent in- 
quiring your views on certain aspects of the so- 
called Windom plan, that the only questionable 
point about that plan is whether the currency 
would not be in danger of excessive expansion. 
It has always seemed to me that there is another 
matter presented by that plan more crucial than 
the one you mention. It is this: It virtually 
makes the government the insurer of the per- 
manency of that ratio of silver to ld with 
which the experiment begins. hat is, 
suppose that the scheme is inaugurated 
at a time when silver is worth 60 cents an ounce; 
a man takes 100 ounces of silver bullion toa Sub- 
treasury and receives a certificate entitling him or 
any other holder to receive upon presentation of 
the certificate $60 worth of silver or $60 in some 
other form of money. By and by a holder pre- 
sents this certificate for such redemption, and 
silver is now worth but 50 cents an ounce. If he 
demand silver the government must give him the 
100 ounces of silver for which the certificate was 
originally issued, and 20 ounces more to make 
his $60 worth in gold. The government has of 
course lost $10 and obviously the loss would be 
the same if the redemption were “demanded and 
made in gold or its equivalent. 

To be sure the profit that might result 
from any appreciation in silver between 
the issue and the redemption of the certificates 
would belong to the government: and theoretic- 
ally this is compensatory of the risk of loss as- 
sumed. But, judging m the history of the 
ratio of values between the two precious metals 
within the last twenty years would there not be 
reason to apprehend two things: 1. A natural 
gradual increase in the ratio, entailing a con- 
stant drain on the treasury in sustaining the 
complement of value in added quantity at 
redemption ; and 2. Manipulation in aid of this

Take a whole year’s transac- 
tions the loss to the government is not likely to 
exceed at the worst a mere trifle as compared 
with the enormous benefit the public would gain 
in having astable paper currency always worth 
its face in gold.

It is security itself, that 
paper promises are redeemed in. An issue of 
bonds means simply that for a certain quantity 
of gold paid to the government it issues its notes 
drawing interest and payable at a future date in 
gold, or silver, as the case may be. Bonds should 
only be issued to obtain coin or to get money to 
pay off debts which the current taxes are inade- 
quate to supply. Gold is the very best medium 
of exchange because of its high intrinsic value 
per weight and because of its universal accept- 
ance in barter for everything in all parts of the 
world.]

[The correspondent takes account of the 332 
millions of silver certificates (Bland-Allison 
notes) and the 149 of Treasury notes (Sherman's) 
now outstanding, but he fails to include the 
nearly 347 millions of greenbaéks, all of which 
have to be redeemed except the unknown few 
that may have been destroyed or otherwise lost 
inthe hands of the people. The sum of these 
three items exceeds 827 millions. Of the 185 
millions of gold in the Treasury 86 mill- 
ions is held on deposit against  certifi- 
cates issued to holders. and should no 
more be counted in the available reserve than 
wheat held in store in an elevator with a receipt 


issued for it oaght to be counted in the assets of 


the warehouseman. The remaining 90 millions 
should properly be held for the redemption of 
the 347 millions of greenbacks, but it is all that 
ig at present available for the redemption of any 
of the 327 millions of paper liability that may 
be presented. That is, the available gold reserve 
is less than one-eighth part of the total liabili- 


ty, or about 12 per cent. |

Hard Times in India Caused by Depreci- 
ation of Silver Money. 
Evanston, III., Aug. 14.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une. India is attracting a good deal of atten- 
tion to itself at present by reason of the action 
of the government in réspect te silver. I, with 
others from that land Who have been privileged 
to attend the World’s Fair, have been much dis- 
appointed at the poor exhibit made by our coun- 
try. I have taken pains to vibitall the Indian 
exhibits and think I have seen them all, but have 
yet to see anything that fairly represents so great 
and rich a country. Theonly reason Ian con- 
ceive for this lack of public spirit is the well 
known financial depression of its people, 
— ‘by the depreciation in value of the 
Nearly every one in India is com- 
oe of hard times, - ors Boonte who used to 
pla liberal in their expenditure have now to be 
more careful, as anes and incomes have lost 
fully one quarter in value. Last March, when 
exchanging Indian silver money for English gold 
sovereigns, I had to pay 16 rupees 10 annas for 
each sovereign. You may besure it was with no 
good grace that I did so, when led that 
only a few years ago I woes pare had to pa 
only 10 rupees.
